The city electric light plant at the 
dam burned to the ground at 
nine 
o ’clock Saturday night. 
Nothing was 
saved, arc machine and alternators, 
pulleys and shafting baing reduced to 
a tangled pile of scrap. 
John B. L an oie.te, electric light en­ 
gineer, was on duty at the time and 
states that the fire started on the north 
end of the building near the roof at 
about nine o'clock in the evening. 
As 
*Pterycr.e who was on our streets that 
day or evening is aware, there was a 
fierce wind, and when the fire started 
it did not take the gale long to envelope 
the whole plant in a blast furnace 
blaze. 
The fire burned from the north 
end to the south cmd of the building. 
Lanouette states there was no wir­ 
ing near the fire when it first started. 
The nearest wiring was over twelve 
feet away. 
He 
telephoned for help 
and rushed 
back to save something. 
Of all his belongings he was able to 
save only his wheel. 
He is not sure how the fire really start­ 
ed and believes it may have commenced 
from outside sparks, claiming sparks 
may have come from the saw mill im­ 
mediately north of the light plant. 
He 
said he saw steam coming from the 
McKinley mill, as it is usually called. 
Lanouette is an old city employ, hav­ 
ing worked for the city over eight 
years and during that time, 
as he 
states, never having had any trouble. 


FIRE SPREADS TO DAM. 
The building rests on a stone and 
cement foundation on the east side of 
the dam and near the tw o large wood­ 
en piers on that side. 
The fire quick­ 
ly ate its way through the light frame 
building o f the power house and leaped 
to the piers. 
These w ere soon a blaz­ 
ing mass. 
When the writer stood on 
the high bank east of the fire at about 
ten o ’clock in tile evening the founda­

FIRE DEPARTMENT HELPLESS. 
The city department could not do 
much as this territory is out of the lire 
district. 
No adequate fire protection 
seem s to have been provided for an emer­ 
gency of this kind.

DAMAGE DONE TO DAM. 
The two main piers on the east side 
of the dam are burned to the w ater’s 
edge. 
Three gates are burned on the 
outside of the flume. 
The pier founda­ 
tions appear to be sound. 
The wheel 
pit of the dam is safe, the cogs being 
burned out. 
Mr. Lanouette says he believes the 
stage of water now to be about nor­ 
mal. 
The loss of the gates released 
the water and it is said to have fallen 
14 inches at a point above the dam. 


CITY TO PUT IN PLANT. 
As stated by a 
member the water

T h e first object, it is 
understood, is to punish th e p ro g res­ 
sives by allowing th e next house of 
re p resen tativ e s to be D em ocratic; the 
second, which is based m ore or less on 
assum ption, is to stren gth en th e R e­ 
publican ra n k s for 1912, by h a m m e r­ 
ing th e D em ocratic house until it can 
accom plish nothing. 
T h a t is th e po­ 
litical story told here. 
W hile v arious 
co m m en ts 
w ere m ade upon it, th e 
logic of such a course was so a p p a re n t 
th a t it w as p retty generally accepted. 
If the next house of re p resen tativ e s 
is D em ocratic, w h at could it accom ­ 
plish w ith a R epublican sen ate and a 
R epublican presiden t? 
W h i l e t h e D em ocrats h ave assisted 
t h e p r o g r e s s i v e R epublicans th e re is 
no p resen t law o f reciprocity which 
s a y s 
t h e 
p r o g r e s s iv e 
R epublicans 
m u st h e lp th e D em ocrats. 
A D em ocratic house would fall heir 
to th e biggest legacy of trouble im ag­ 
inable. 
T h e R epublicans are already 
stagg ering under th e burden and th ere

Republicans who secretly 
wish th at th is burd en could be sh ift­ 
ed to the backs of th e D em ocrats w ith­ 
out h u rtin g R epublican c h ances In th e 
next national cam paign.

If the next house of re p resen ta tiv e s 
is D em ocratic the progressives in th e 
R epublican party will be blam ed for it. 
They are already blam ed for Demo­ 
cratic congressional victories in Mis­ 
souri. M assach usetts and New York. 
W ith the D em ocrats controlling the 
house, w hat can they do with the leg 
islative pro g ram m e to which th ey fall 
heir? 
If they proclaim reform s, could 
they carry th em out? T h ere would be 
a d ete rm in ed wing of R epublicans to 
oppose them , and m any of these re­ 
form s would be returned. 
W ith tho se n a te R epublican, Demo­ 
cratic legislation would stand but lit­ 
tle chance of ultim ate success. 
As th e R epublican lead ers see it. the 
people would begin to com plain th at 
tuev had m ade a change, but had re ­ 
ceived no benefit from it. As th e com ­ 
m anding Republican 
leaders see it, 
th e people will ask why th e D em ocrat­ 
ic re p resen ta tiv es do nothing b u t talk. 
Following this th e R epublicans in 
tu e ir national cam paign will h am m er 
aw ay at this contention:
